Canadian rock gods Rush 
announced in a fan newsletter 
Tuesday that the summer leg 
of their current tour will in¬ 
clude a stop in Halifax, “for the 
first time in decades!” 

The news had local fans 
cheering — albeit cautiously. 

J.C. Douglas, program direc¬ 
tor at Q104, said nothing is cer¬ 
tain until dates are announced 
— though that didn’t really 
dampen his enthusiasm. 

“It would be massive,” said 
Douglas. “It would be huge, 
and I’d be so excited to see 
them, oh my god!” 



Rush hasn’t played in Hali¬ 
fax since a Metro Centre ap¬ 
pearance in 1987. The band is 
currently touring to promote 
its latest album, Clockwork 
Angels, and tour dates are list¬ 
ed until June. 10. 

Cole McLean of the Rush 
the Hill campaign said he was 
“ecstatic” over the news the 
iconic band could be returning 
to Halifax this summer. 

“One of the greatest Can¬ 
adian bands ever is finally re¬ 


turning to the East Coast. It’s 
just unbelievable,” he said. 
“The fact they haven’t been 
here in 25 years is crazy.” 

McLean predicted the To¬ 
ronto-based band would play 
an outdoor show, likely at the 
Garrison Grounds on Citadel 
Hill. 

Douglas suggested the 
Metro Centre is more likely — 
but said the trio of Neil Peart, 
Geddy Lee and Alex Lifeson 
could sell out any venue, based 
on the longevity of their career 
and musical ingenuity. 

“A lot of younger fans are 
into that musicianship that 
Rush has that you don’t find 
in newer bands,” he said. “So 
you’d have the group of old 
die-hard fans who just haven’t 
seen them forever, and then 
you’d have the whole new gen¬ 
eration or maybe two.” 

Rounding out Tuesday’s 
concert news was the an¬ 
nouncement that Sting will 
play Credit Union Place in 
Summerside on June 24. Tick¬ 
ets go on sale Monday at 10 
a.m.

Weather watchers in Halifax 
are tracking another storm 
system, expected to arrive this 
weekend, which could deliver 
a heavier winter wallop than 
the one that closed schools on 
Tuesday. 

Environment Canada me¬ 
teorologist Bob Robichaud said 


the next event will track over 
the Great Lakes and south of 
Nova Scotia late Friday. 

“So many things can hap¬ 
pen between now and then, but 
the scenario, as it looks right 
now — you could see five to 10 
centimetres,” said Robichaud. 
“Maybe 15 along the coast, de¬ 
pending how close this thing 
tracks to us.” 

Robichaud said five to 10 
centimetres of snow fell on 
Tuesday, with the heaviest ac¬ 
cumulation along the coast. 

“The ... (reason) it wasn’t 
really bad conditions is that we 
were so far away from it,” he 
said. “As you were going further 
offshore towards the south, you 
were getting into some heavier 


snow and stronger winds.” 

Halifax Regional Police re¬ 
sponded to 14 traffic accidents, 
none of them major. 

HRM has spent a gross $6.85 
million on snow removal up to 
Dec. 31. 

That includes fixed costs 
for salaries, performance-based 
contracts and hourly contracts 
that would be paid out regard¬ 
less of how much snow was ac¬ 
tually removed. 

The expenses up to Jan. 31 
will be released on Feb. 8. 

More than 1,600 winter- 
parking-ban tickets have been 
issued since enforcement 
began on Dec. 15. A total of sev¬ 
en cars have been towed, none 
since Dec. 31.

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Jessome Murder suspect 
appears briefly in court 


Morgan James MacNeil made a 
brief appearance in provincial 
court on Tuesday before being 
returned to custody on a charge 
of second-degree murder in the 
death of Laura Jessome, whose 
body was found in a hockey bag 
on the shores of the Mira River. 

MacNeil, 21, of Glace Bay, 
will return to court March 25, 
during which time the Crown 
attorney’s office will disclose its 
case to defence lawyer Darlene 
MacRury. 

Chief Crown attorney Dan 
MacRury said outside the court¬ 
room that given the nature of 
the charge, there is a great deal 
of evidence to be disclosed. 

“With any murder case, 
there (are) usually large vol¬ 
umes of material and this is 
no different than those type of 
cases,” he said. 

It’s alleged that MacNeil

killed Jessome, 21, of Bras d’Or, 
between May 2 and 25, 2012. 

Jessome’s body was discov¬ 
ered inside a hockey bag along 
the Mira River in Marion Bridge 
on May 25. She was last seen 
alive on May 2 in the New Aber¬ 
deen area of Glace Bay. 

Police have declined to indi¬ 
cate the exact cause of death.

Ex in hit-man case 
wants his story heard 


Interview. Court 
findings of spousal 
abuse against former 
wife ‘are completely 
false': Michael Ryan 


According to court decisions, 
Michael Ryan is a manipula¬ 
tive, controlling militaiy man 
with a violent temper — a man 
who put a gun to his wife’s 
head and bullied her into fear¬ 
ful submission. 

Michael Ryan, however, 
says those decisions were based 
on nothing more than his ex- 
wife’s fabrications to avoid jail 
time for trying to hire a hit 
man to have him killed. 

Their story hit the national 
spotlight last week when the 
Supreme Court of Canada or¬ 
dered an extraordinaiy stay 
of proceedings in the Nova 



Scotian woman’s case, while 
granting the Crown appeal and 
overturning her acquittal. 

But Michael Ryan is less 
interested in the legal technic¬ 
alities and more interested in 
how the courts came to brand 
him a “violent, abusive and 
controlling husband” who sub¬ 
jected Nicole Ryan to a “reign 
of terror.” 

The Supreme Court — and 
the Nova Scotia Court of Ap¬ 


peal before it — based conclu¬ 
sions about Michael Ryan on 
the findings of fact made by 
the trial judge, who accepted 
his ex-wife’s testimony “with¬ 
out question,” as the Appeal 
Court noted. 

The problem, as Ryan sees 
it, is that as the court con¬ 
sidered whether Nicole Ryan 
was telling the truth about her 
husband punching holes in the 
walls and throwing things at 
her, no one asked him. 

He was not called to testify 
at Nicole Ryan’s trial. He had 
been subpoenaed, but never 
interviewed by the Crown. 

He wanted to tell the judge 
that Nicole Ryan was under 
no duress from him, that they 
were living apart and he was in 
a new relationship. 

The Crown, he says, told 
him they didn’t need him be¬ 
cause the case was a “slam 
dunk.” 


The judge accepted Nicole 
Ryan’s stoiy and acquitted her, 
and so the narrative about his 
“reign of terror” was bom, get¬ 
ting recycled at each new level 
of court without ever hearing 
from the man himself. 

“I’ve been painted a mon¬ 
ster, basically, just because 
she’s trying to get herself out of 
hot water,” Michael Ryan said 
in an interview Tuesday with 
The Canadian Press. 

Nicole Ryan’s lawyer, Joel 
Pink, says he has no doubt his 
client is telling the truth. 

“The judge made a find¬ 
ing based on the evidence and 
that’s what everybody should 
be looking at,” Pink said in an 
interview. 

Pink noted that Michael 
Ryan has a history of anger- 
management issues, as cited by 
a 2002 psychiatric assessment, 
and landed in jail due to a bar

Fire probe delays Deep Panuke project 


Energy giant EnCana has put 
its Deep Panuke natural-gas 
project on hold temporarily 
while an investigation is car¬ 
ried out into why an electrical 
fire broke out on a production 
platform off the coast of Nova 
Scotia. 

SBM Offshore, which owns 
and operates the platform, 
says the fire was quickly ex¬ 
tinguished after it began early 
Saturday. Forty-six people were

evacuated as a precaution from 
the platform, which is 250 kilo¬ 
metres southeast of Halifax. 


“The work that was taking 
place on the platform is on 
hold until there are some find¬ 
ings from the investigation,” 
said Lori MacLean, a spokes¬ 
woman for EnCana. 

She said it’s too early to tell 
if there will be delays in the 
project as a result of damage. 

There have already been 
holdups in the project. The 
development received regula¬ 
tory approval in 2007 and was 


initially supposed to go into 
production by late 2010. 

Dutch-based SBM Offshore 
said last fall that natural gas 
wouldn’t begin flowing until 
an unspecified date prior to 
June 30. 

SBM spokeswoman Anne 
Guerin-Moens said experts 
from the company will partici¬ 
pate in the fire investigation 
with EnCana.

Oscar Wilde satire. 
Classic play coming to 
Neptune Theatre stage 


A name that makes ladies 
swoon, the name all men 
envy, will be heard on the 
Neptune Theatre stage start¬ 
ing this weekend. 

That name, of course, is 
Ernest. 

The Importance of Being 
Earnest, Oscar Wilde’s clas¬ 
sic satire of love affairs and 
mistaken identities, is part 
of Neptune’s 50th anniver¬ 
sary season. The play opens 
Friday night and runs until 
Feb.17 on the Fountain Hall 
stage. 

“It’s one of those plays 
that’s like a big, pink cup¬ 
cake to devour in the win¬ 
ter,” said the show’s director 
George Pothitos. “It’s funny, 
it’s clever and it’s beautiful 
to look at as well.” 

Set in 1895 London, the 
play revolves around two 
bachelors who reinvent 
themselves to impress the 
women they love, but both 
end up masquerading as a 
man named Ernest. 

“The best part in general 
is the language of this play,” 
said Saskatchewan actor 
David Leyshon in between re¬ 
hearsals Tuesday. He is mak¬ 
ing his Halifax theatre debut 
as John (Jack) Worthing. 

“It’s really fun to do and 
the best part is allowing stuff 
to kind of flow and really 
crackle,” he said about the 
fast-paced dialogue. 

The 36-year-old actor has 
worked with fellow Earnest

performers Michael Ther- 
riault, Marla McLean and 
Chilina Kennedy before, who 
all make up the lead “quar¬ 
tet,” and that only helps 
their on-stage chemistry, he 
said. 

While Leyshon has played 
Algernon, the other lead 
male, before, he said the role 
of Jack feels more comfort¬ 
able. 

“He is a little more ser¬ 
ious, but has this quiet 
naughtiness to him,” Ley¬ 
shon said. “In my life I hide 
my irresponsibility well,” he 
laughed. 

While the play has been 
made into films multiple 
times, and played across 
stages the world over, Ley¬ 
shon said he has to “shed” 
that history when he steps 
into the spotlight. 

“As you start (to) take 
ownership of the play, it be¬ 
comes your own,” Leyshon 
said. “It can only be what it 
will be with this group of 
people, at this theatre, at this 
time.” 

While the characters have 
all kinds of witty lines, Ley¬ 
shon said there’s more sub¬ 
stance than just comic relief. 

“They’re people that have 
feelings.... Trying to marry 
that high intellect with 
people that are blood-and- 
guts kind of people, that’s al¬ 
ways a great challenge,” Ley¬ 
shon said. “Ultimately, it’s a 
play about love.”

Reprisals feared after Prince 
Harry admits to Taliban killings

Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu and his hardline 
allies fared far worse than 
expected in a parliamentary 
election on Tuesday, prelim¬ 
inary results showed, likely 
forcing him to reach across 
the aisle to court a popular 
political newcomer to cobble 
together a new coalition. 

While Netanyahu appeared 
positioned to serve a third term 
as prime minister, the results 
marked a major setback for his 
policies and could force him 
to make new concessions to 
restart long-stalled peace talks 
with the Palestinians. 

His most likely partner was 
Yesh Atid, or There is a Future, 
a party headed by political new¬ 
comer Yair Lapid that showed 
surprising strength. Lapid has 
said he would only join a gov¬ 
ernment committed to sweep¬ 
ing economic changes and a 
resumption of peace talks with 
the Palestinians. 

Addressing his support¬ 
ers early Wednesday, Netan¬ 
yahu vowed to form as broad 
a coalition as possible. He said 
the next government would 
be built on principles that in¬ 
clude reforming the conten¬ 



tious system of granting draft 
exemptions to ultra-Orthodox 
Jewish men and the pursuit of 
a “genuine peace” with the Pal¬ 
estinians. He did not elaborate, 
but the message seemed aimed 
at Lapid. 

Shortly after the results 
were announced, Netanyahu 
called Lapid and offered to 
work together. “We have the 
opportunity to do great things 
together,” Netanyahu was quot¬ 
ed as saying by Likud officials. 

According to preliminary re¬ 
sults, Netanyahu’s Lilcud-Yisrael 
Beitenu alliance was set to cap¬ 
ture about 31 of the 120 seats, 
significantly fewer than the 42

Media frenzy. Fevered 
press response reflects 
naivety about the 
realities of war, one 
British colonel claims 


Prince Harry’s admission that 
he lulled Taliban fighters while 
working as a helicopter gunner 
in Afghanistan drew intense 
British media coverage on 
Tuesday and sparked concerns 
about possible reprisals. 

The 28-year-old prince 
spoke in a pooled interview 
published late Monday after he 
was safely out of Afghanistan. 
He had spent the past 20 weeks 
deployed as a co-pilot and gun¬ 
ner in a heavily armed Apache 
attack helicopter. 

Asked if he had killed from 
the cockpit, the third-in-line to 
the British throne said, “Yeah, 
so, lots of people have.” 

The response on Tuesday 
was immediate: The Daily Mir¬ 
ror tabloid ran a page-one head¬ 
line, “Royal Sensation Harry: 
I Killed Taliban,” along with a 
photo of a macho-looking Harry 
in combat gear and designer 


shades. Other newspapers ran 
similar gung-ho stories about 
the prince’s militaiy exploits. 
“Harry: I Have Killed” was the 
story in the Daily Mail. 

Video footage shot during 
the prince’s deployment was 
shown dozens of times on Brit¬ 
ain’s major news networks. 


In Parliament on Tuesday, 
Defence Minister Mark Fran¬ 
cois praised Harry, saying he 
should be commended for his 
braveiy. 

Lindsey German, leader of 
the Stop the War Coalition, 
called Harry’s comments “ar¬ 
rogant and insensitive” and 


raised the prospect that Harry 
might have accidently targeted 
Afghan civilians. 

Former officer Charles Hey- 
man, who edits a yearbook on 
British forces, said the prince’s 
words may raise the already 
high threat level against him.

Three people wounded in Texas college shooting 



A fight between two people 
led to a shooting at a Texas 
community college on Tuesday 
and sent students fleeing for 
safety as authorities placed the 
campus on lockdown, officials 
said. A maintenance worker 
was caught in the crossfire and 
wounded. 

One of the people involved 
in the fight had a student ID, 
and both were wounded and 
hospitalized, Harris County 
Sheriff’s Maj. Armando Tello 
said. A fourth person was also 
taken to hospital for a medical 
condition, he said. 

The two people involved 
in the fight are considered 
persons of interest, Tello said. 


Authorities said they weren’t 
looking for any other suspects 
and that they recovered one 
handgun at the scene. 

The shooting, which hap¬ 
pened before 1 p.m., sent stu¬ 
dents scuriying for safety on 
the Lone Star College System 
campus, about 32 kilometres 
north of downtown Houston. 
Some barricaded themselves in 
the rooms they were in, while 
others fled to nearby buildings. 

Mark Zaragosa said he had 
just come out of an emergency 
medical training class when 
he saw two people who were 
injured and stopped to help 
them. 

“The two people that I took 


care of had just minor injur¬ 
ies,” Zaragosa told a local TV 
station. “One gentleman had 
a gunshot to the knee, and the 
(other) actually had an entry 
wound to the lower buttocks 
area.” 

The wounded mainten¬ 
ance worker, said to be in his 
mid-50s, was listed as being in 
stable condition. 

The shooting comes one 
month after a gunman lulled 
20 children and six adults at an 
elementary school in Connecti¬ 
cut, heightening security con¬ 
cerns at campuses across the 
country and fuelling a national 
debate about gun control.

Algerian hostage-taking 


Ottawa wants proof 
of terrorist links 
from ambassador 

The Foreign Affairs Depart¬ 
ment has called in Algeria’s 
ambassador to Canada to 
get more information on 
why the country’s prime 
minister labelled some of 
the hostage-takers in last 
week’s gas-plant siege as 
Canadian. 

The Algerian prime 
minister said Monday that 
a total of 38 workers and 29 
militants died, offering the 
government’s first detailed 
account of the attack that 


ended in a bloody military 
raid, which he defended 
as the only way to end the 
conflict. Five foreigners are 
still unaccounted for. 

Canada’s diplomatic 
dressing-down was part of 
Ottawa’s ongoing efforts to 
confirm or debunk reports 
that there were two Can¬ 
adians among the terrorists 
involved in the attack on 
the remote plant in the 
Algerian desert. 

The federal government 
is operating on the assump¬ 
tion that, unless it can be 
determined otherwise, any 
identifying papers that 
might point to Canadian 
involvement are likely fake.

Malian and French 
forces gaining 
ground on rebels 

American planes transport¬ 
ed French troops and equip¬ 
ment to Mali, a U.S. military 
spokesman said on Tuesday, 
as Malian and French forces 
pushed into the Islamist- 
held north. 

The town of Douentza 
had been held by Islamist re¬ 
bels for four months, located 
195 kilometres northeast of 
Mopti, the previous line-of- 
control held by the Mahan 
militaiy in Mali’s narrow 
central belt. The Islamist 


fighters have controlled 
the vast desert stretches 
of northern Mali, with the 
weak government clinging 
to the south since a military 
coup in the capital in March 
last year unleashed chaos. 

French and Malian 
troops arrived in Douentza 
on Monday to find that the 
Islamists had retreated from 
it, said resident Sali Maiga. 
“The Malian military and 
the French army spent their 
first night, and the people 
are very happy,” Maiga said 
on Tuesday. 

A curfew went into effect 
at 8 p.m., and no gunfire 
or other incidents were 
reported overnight, he said.

Philippine shooting 


Canadian killer’s 
background still 
underinvestigation 

A Canadian man facing 
charges of illegal possession 
of firearms opened fire in 
a Philippine courtroom on 
Tuesday, killing two people 
and wounding a prosecutor 
before police fatally shot 
him, officials said. 

Philippine media reported 
on John Pope in 2011, when 
he was held by police on 
charges of illegal posses¬ 
sion of firearms. The same 
physician who was killed in 
Tuesday’s shooting 


accused Pope of brandishing 
a weapon and threatening 
him and other residents in 
their condominium. 

The Freeman, an English 
newspaper in Cebu, reported 
online Tuesday that Pope had 
been living in Cebu for 15 
years and had been served 
with a deportation order late 
last year. The news outlet 
reported that Pope had not 
been deported before the 
shooting as he still had pend¬ 
ing cases in the courts. Police 
said they were investigating 
Pope’s background. 

Tuesday’s shooting came 
after several recent killings 
in the country that prompted 
calls for a tighter gun con¬ 
trol.

A prison guard testified Tues¬ 
day about the shock he felt at 
finding himself at a police sta¬ 
tion under arrest, stripped of 
his shoes and facing charges in 
the death of a teenaged inmate 


whose death throes he had 
videotaped. 

At the inquest into the 
death of Ashley Smith, Rudy 
Burnett said he felt as if he 
had been criminally convicted, 
even though he believed he had 
done nothing wrong. 

“It was not a veiy nice situa¬ 
tion. I was under a lot of stress. 
I was very agitated,” he said. 

The calm, soft-spoken 
Burnett, who now works at a 
halfway house for men, also 
testified about the difficulties 


of being a guard in the prison 
system. 

Among other things, he 
said, he had witnessed serious 
assaults. 

“It’s veiy traumatic,” he 
told coroner’s court. “Over the 
years, you do sort of get desensi¬ 
tized.” 

He said he relied on family 
and church to help him keep a 
sense of himself. 

Burnett, who was charged 
with criminal negligence and 
failing to provide the necessi¬ 


ties of life in Smith’s death, was 
grilled about his reluctance to 
give police the names of the 
other guards present at her 
death. 

His lawyer had advised him 
to say as little as possible, cor¬ 
oner’s court heard. 

Charges against Burnett, 
who had been pressed into 
videotaping the choking death 
of Smith in her cell in Kitch¬ 
ener, Ont., five years ago, were 
dropped.

Montreal. Boy, 12, charged 
in the fatal shooting of 
16-year-old brother 


A 12-year-old boy was charged 
Tuesday in connection with 
the shooting death of his older 
brother in a case that has dev¬ 
astated a family and left neigh¬ 
bours in disbelief. 

The boy, wearing a blue 
hooded sweatshirt and striped 
track pants, stood expression¬ 
less in a Montreal courtroom 
as he was charged with man¬ 
slaughter and illegal posses¬ 
sion of a loaded, prohibited 
weapon. 

While authorities did not 
lay murder charges in Mon¬ 
day’s death of his 16-year-old 
sibling, they did not describe 
the shooting as a complete ac¬ 
cident either. 

“Obviously because he’s 
charged with manslaughter, 
it’s not an accident — the evi¬ 
dence doesn’t show it’s an ac¬ 
cident,” said Crown prosecutor 
Marie-Claude Bourassa, with¬ 
out revealing the suspected 
circumstances. 

“We just study the evidence 
and charge as the evidence 
leads us, and in this case, the 
evidence leads us to these very 
serious charges.” 


Due to his young age, the 
boy faces a maximum sen¬ 
tence of three years in youth 
detention if convicted. He can¬ 
not receive an adult sentence. 

His identity as well as his 
brother’s cannot be revealed 
because they are minors. The 
boy will remain in custody and 
is due back in court Friday for 
a bail hearing. The prosecu¬ 
tion, which offered few details 
about the case, is expected to 
provide more evidence to the 
defence from the ongoing in¬ 
vestigation. 

“We objected to his release 
today based on the gravity of 
the offences and because of 
the information that we have 
as of now,” said Bourassa, who 
noted it was too early to say 
whether the Crown would 
ask Friday that he remain de¬ 
tained. 

When asked by a reporter 
whether the boys’ parents 
could face charges, Bourassa 
replied: “For now, we don’t 
know. Like I said, it’s an on¬ 
going investigation and there 
are a lot of people to be met.”

Alberta-to-Texas project 
still needs Obama's 
go-ahead to proceed 


The fate of TransCanada’s con¬ 
troversial Keystone XL pipeline 
was put squarely in the hands 
of the U.S. State Department 
on Tuesday after Nebraska’s 
governor approved a new route 
amid fierce opposition from en¬ 
vironmental groups. 

Nebraska Gov. Dave Hein- 
eman sent a letter to U.S. 
President Barack Obama con¬ 
firming that he would allow 
the Alberta-to-Texas oil pipeline 
to go through his state along a 
revised route that skirts an en¬ 
vironmentally sensitive area. 

Because the Keystone XL 
would cross an international 
border, it requires approval 
from the U.S. State Department 
and President Barack Obama. 
The $7-billion project would 
carry bitumen extracted from 
Alberta’s oilsands to refineries 
along the U.S. Gulf Coast. 

Some critics of Keystone see 
it as an environmental threat 
and symbolic of a wrong-head¬ 
ed energy policy, both because 
of potential oil spills and be¬ 
cause of the amount of carbon 
released by the oilsands extrac¬ 
tion process. 

The project has faced some 
of its strongest resistance in 
Nebraska from a coalition of 
landowners and environmental 
groups who say it would con-

The new 
route skirts that area, although 
the pipeline’s most vocal critics 
remain firmly opposed to it as 
well. 

Jane Kleeb, executive direc¬ 
tor of the group Bold Nebraska, 
says Heineman’s decision is 
“one of the biggest flip-flops in 
Nebraska histoiy.

thal back to life through cloning. 
All he needs is some caveman 
DNA and the womb of an “extremely adventurous female hu¬ 
man” and voila! 

Yikes! Troglotylces! 

Yes, the Neanderthal is traditionally regarded as the loser in 
the race to the top of the food chain, rendered extinct 30,000- 
plus years ago, unable to overcome the challenge of the wittier, 
more upright, photogenic Homo sapiens, i.e., us. 

As prehistory is written by the victors, we’re used to think¬ 
ing of the Neanderthal as slow-witted, rude and, of course, 
extinct. 

Recently, though, the Neanderthal image has undergone a 
bit of an upgrade as scientists have discovered that they had a 
larger brain capacity than Guess Who. It also turns out Homo 
sapiens weren’t so fussy back 
then when it came to sharing 
the cave ... all of us have a 
little Neanderthal DNA. Which 
might help explain our rapid 
descent down the evolution¬ 
ary tree after a couple of 
drinks. 

But now Harvard’s George 
Church, who looks a little like 
a Neanderthal elder (robust, 
hairy), in a new book called 
Regenesis: How Synthetic 
Biology will Reinvent Nature 
and Ourselves, outlines how theoretically easy it is to resurrect 
extinct species, as long as we have viable DNA. 

Prof. Church thinks it might be a good idea to breed a 
Neanderthal and encourage him/her to use that excess cranial 
capacity to solve some modem problems. 

For example: 

“Trog, how should we address world hunger?” 

Answer: “Eat more!” 

Or: 

“Trog, what’s the secret to world peace?” 

Answer: “Bash foe good!” 

You can see how this could be helpful, as long as we stick to 
single syllables. 

Prof. Church is a veiy smart man. He was one of the 
pioneers of the Human Genome Project and has helped launch 
two dozen biotech firms. But you wonder if he could do with a 
bit more of that vaunted Neanderthal cranial capacity. 

Meanwhile, the call is out for that “extremely adventurous 
female human” to act as the troglotylce’s incubator. Presum¬ 
ably, Prof. Church will be looking for someone with prior 
experience, like Rosemaiy. 

But smirk as we might (and we do), this is ultimately a 
tragic tale. How would you like to grow up knowing your last 
chance to meet a nice girl and settle down expired 30,000 years 
ago, and everyone thinks you’re one strand short of a genome, 
like the guy in the Geico commercial: So Easy, a Caveman 
Could Do It? 

Exactly. It’s fun until someone gets his feelings hurt. And 
then he bashes your head in.

In the movie Parker, Jason 
Statham, British action- 
man and Hollywood star, 
plays the title character. 
He’s a ruthless career 
criminal with a twisted 
sense of ethics — he 
doesn’t steal from the 
poor or hurt innocent 
people. 

Sound familiar? Well it 
should, as the character is 
the star of 24 books writ¬ 
ten by Donald E. Westlake 
(under the pseudonym 
Richard Stark). Many films 
have also been made from 
the books, with Parker 
played by everyone from 
Lee Marvin to Mel Gibson 
to Robert Duvall. 

If the movies don’t 
ring a bell, however, it’s 
because on film, Parker 
has often been renamed. 

For instance, in 1967’s 
Point Blank (based upon 
the novel The Hunter) 

Lee Marvin played the 
character named Parker 
in the book, but changed 
to Walker for the film. 

In the ’70s and ’80s, 
the Westlake Parker 
novels remained popular 
Hollywood source materi¬ 
al. Robert Duvall switched 
the name to Macklin in 
1973’s The Outfit.

Shortlisted 
as the UK’s museum of the year in 2012, this popular museum ex¬ 
plores Scotland’s history through its extensive portrait collection of 
the country’s most luminous icons, including everyone from Robbie 
Burns to Mary, Queen of Scots and even legendary actor Sean Con¬ 
nery.

It is always stressful seeking 
employment; however, another 
layer of stress is added, for 
those with disabilities, when it 
comes to making a decision on 
when and whether to disclose 
that disability to a prospective 
employer. 

Although there is plenty of 
research that illustrates the po¬ 
tential benefits to an employer 
of having a diverse workforce 
that includes persons with dis¬ 
abilities, there are certainly 
many misconceptions that 
could stand in your way. 

When trying to decide the 
best way to proceed, it is im¬ 
portant to first know the laws 
and how they can protect you. 

What are your rights, 
responsibilities and 
obligations? 

First, take some time to re-

any topic that may leave us vul¬ 
nerable to discrimination. 

Thus, I encourage you to do 
research on prospective places 
of employment. Seek out com¬ 
panies that have a track record 
of hiring and supporting indi¬ 
viduals with disabilities. 

Some may have company 
policies that promote and advo¬ 
cate for a more diverse and in¬ 
clusive workplace. If you know 
this in advance, it may impact 
your decision on whether you 
disclose a disability and when.

Brodeur shuts out 
Flyers a 10 th time 

Martin Brodeur and the 
New Jersey Devils have 
started the lockout- 
shortened season in 
playoff form.

CTE can be identified in 
living athletes: Study 


A new study has offered the 
first evidence that CTE, a con¬ 
cussion-related brain disease, 
can be identified in living ath¬ 
letes, a discoveiy experts say 
could change the way profes¬ 
sional sports treats concussions 
and head trauma in players. 

Currently, chronic trau¬ 
matic encephalopathy (CTE) 
is diagnosed only after death, 
using an autopsy. The new 
findings are a step toward 
identifying the disease while 
players are still alive. 

“ft suggests we’re on the 
right track,” UCLA neuroscien¬ 
tist Gary Small, an Alzheimer’s 
specialist and lead author of 
the study, said in an interview. 
“We have an approach or a 
strategy to detect the problem 
early so we can develop treat¬ 
ments before there’s extensive 
damage.” 

In the study, published 
Tuesday in the American Jour¬ 
nal of Geriatric Psychiatry, 
UCLA researchers injected a 
biomarker into five retired NFL 
players ages 45 to 73 with a his¬ 
tory of CTE symptoms, as well 
as a control group of healthy 
adults. They then ran all the 
participants through a brain 
scan to look for tau proteins, 
an indicator of CTE, locating 
significant amounts in the re¬ 
tired players’ brains. 

Experts believe CTE can de¬ 



velop in athletes after repeated 
minor head injuries. Symp¬ 
toms can include depression, 
dementia, memoiy loss and 
suicidal behaviour, according 
to previous studies. 

Signs of the disease were 
identified this month in the 
brain of Pro Bowl linebacker 
Junior Seau, who fatally shot 
himself in the chest last year. 
CTE has also been diagnosed 
in post-mortem examinations 
of former NHL enforcers Derek 
Boogaard and Bob Probert. 

Since CTE was first identi¬ 
fied about a decade ago, the 


disease has also been found 
in brain tissue belonging to 
dozens of former American 
and Canadian football players, 
most notably through research 
conducted at the U.S.-based 
Brain Injury Research Insti¬ 
tute, which funded Small’s 
research. 

The UCLA study uses a bio- 
marlcer that has been used to 
track Alzheimer’s. According 
to the study, it is the only im¬ 
aging substance that can locate 
tau in living people. This, the 
authors say, is the first study to 
apply it to CTE. 

Among the players tested, 
the biomarker revealed ex¬ 
cessive amounts of tau in 
regions of the brain that con¬ 
trol emotions and behaviour. 
Researchers found “a straight 
line” between the number of 
concussions the players had 
suffered and the amount of tau 
protein in their brains, Small 
said. 

“That goes along with other 
studies that show if you have 
three or more concussions, it 
increases your risk for mild 
cognitive impairment and de¬ 
pression symptoms,” he said. 

Small stressed the study is 
only the first step in studying 
brain degeneration in living 
athletes with histories of re¬ 
peated head trauma.

If you measure style by the 
size of your ride and perform¬ 
ance by how far it can go on 
a tank of gas, the 2013 Sentra 
should positively blow you 
away. 

To misquote Honest Abe 
Lincoln, you likely can fool 
most of the people most of 
the time with Nissan’s new 
Sentra sedan. Whether con¬ 
ducting a wallc-around exam¬ 
ination or admiring the view 
from inside, this car gives off 
a too-big-for-its-britches ap¬ 
pearance. Compared to the 
outgoing model, it’s only 
slightly longer overall and 
with more space between the 
front and rear wheels, while 
surprisingly being a bit nar¬ 
rower. The illusion of more 
generous proportions is par¬ 


tially due to a 1.5-centimetre 
overall height reduction. The 
reshaped body means 15 per 
cent more trunk space, which 
is now only slightly smaller 
than the Altima in that de¬ 
partment. 

More good news abounds 
with the Sentra’s interior 
layout that’s plenty attract¬ 
ive, especially the straight¬ 
forward and intuitive dash¬ 
board/control panel. There’s 
zero sense that you’re riding 
in a cramped, uncomfortable 
small car. Rear-seat passen¬ 
gers will also appreciate the 
generous leg and headroom. 

The new Sentra is an 
overall positive blend of five- 
passenger ride comfort and 
quietness, balanced with go- 
where-its-pointed handling 
competency. These are all 
traits that any decent com¬ 
muter/grocery-getter sedan 
should possess. Add to that 
a successful attempt to push 
fuel economy levels to great¬ 
er heights and you have a 
better-than-average urban 
compact that won’t cramp 
your style, or put a crimp in 
your wallet.

Last week’s auto show in De¬ 
troit produced lots of eye candy, 
but also revealed several crazy 
new technologies. 

Which is obviously the way 
it should be. Who wants an 
auto show to reheat the techno¬ 
logical equivalent of last night’s 
lasagna? 

Here then are two Detroit 
tech debuts, which smelled and 
looked quite tasty... 

Direct Adaptive Steering 

Now there are lots of “switch- 
able” steering systems out there 
—you know, the ones where 
you can select various modes 
of sportiness. Those systems 
typically recalibrate steering 
ratios, and in some cases, also 
engine and transmission set¬ 
tings. But the optional Direct 
Adaptive Steering system on 
the newly launched Infiniti 
Q50 is the world’s first to also 
adjust steering “effort.” It can 
do this because the steering 
wheel and steering column are 
not actually physically making 
the adjustments on the steering 
rack. Electric motors are doing 


it, according to sensors in the 
steering wheel — “Drive by 
wire” so to speak. 

Each of the four adjustable 
settings will ask the steering 
rack motors to give the driver 
varying degrees of steering 
effort, like easy for highway 
cruising and nice and firm for 


twisty bits. 

And steering wheel inputs can 
be translated to the wheels 
faster than ever—virtually at 
the speed of electricity. 

Infiniti Canada’s Tim Frank¬ 
lin was one of 30 or so lucky 
company execs that had a 
chance to sample the system 


at Infiniti’s proving grounds in 
Japan. “It changes the whole 
character of the car, not just the 
throttle and steering,” Franklin 
told us in Detroit. The other 
huge advantage, according to 
Franklin, is that road harshness 
is not transmitted up through 
the steering column to the 


steering wheel, because, well, 
there is no connection there: “It 
takes out the trash noises and 
emphasizes the feedback you 
want.” 

Eye Tracking and Hand-Gesture 
Recognition 

Deep within the computerized

brain of Hyundai’s HCD-14, 
a concept of a future Genesis 
model, is the intelligence to do 
“eye tracking and 3D hand ges¬ 
ture recognition.” This is how 
Hyundai figures we can get rid 
of all the distracting clusters 
of buttons and knobs on the 
instrument panels and consuls 
of today’s vehicles — basically 
Hyundai’s vision for the whole 
human-to-machine interface. 
Here’s how it works: Via a 
heads-up-display in the wind¬ 
shield, file system shows the 
driver all the various options 
in the world of navigation, 
infotainment, HVAC, Smart¬ 
phone connectivity, etc. To 
make your selection you keep 
your eye on what you want, 
and then confirm by a thumb 
button on the steering wheel 
and/or by making a gesture 
with your hand. If you selected 
stereo for instance, you can 
make it go louder simply by 
making another hand gesture 
in space. You don’t need to 
touch anything. I’m not sure 
if the system will distinguish 
between these interface-related 
hand gestures and the ones 
motorists have traditionally 
been using to communicate 
their displeasure with other 
motorists. We can only assume 
engineers are working on it.

It’s the letter no one wants: 
the notice that your car has 
a safety recall. But while 
you should take it in for re¬ 
pair, there’s really no need 
to worry. It’s possible, and 
even very likely, that your 
vehicle is OK. 

“Under the Motor Vehicle 
Safety Act, a company must 
issue a notice of safety de¬ 
fect, or safety recall notice, 
when it becomes aware of 
a defect in the design, con¬ 
struction or functioning of 
a vehicle that affects or is 
likely to affect the safety 
of any person,” says Kelly 
James, media relations ad¬ 
visor for Transport Canada, 
which collects recall infor¬ 
mation and makes it avail¬ 
able on its website (gc.tc.ca).

Vehicle Safety Act, a 
company must issue a 
notice of safety defect, 
or safety recall no¬ 
tice, when it becomes 
aware of a defect in the 
design, construction or 
functioning of a vehicle 
that affects or is likely to 
affect the safety of any 
person.”

Recalls are issued when 
an automaker discovers 
something that could poten¬ 
tially fail and pose a safety 
hazard, such as faulty parts, 
design flaws or assembly er¬ 
rors. The auto manufactur¬ 
er sends information to its 
dealers on how to repair the 
problem, along with any ne¬ 
cessary parts. 

It also mails notices to 
registered owners of the af¬ 
fected vehicles, informing 


them of the problem and 
outlining how to get it re¬ 
paired. Any authorized 
dealer for your vehicle 
must perform the recall 
at no charge, although if 
the recall is extensive and 
parts are required, you may 
have to wait until enough 
replacement parts are pro¬ 
duced and shipped out. 

Cars can also be recalled 
if something doesn’t comply 
with federal motor vehicle 
standards, which might be 
as minor as a warning label 
that isn’t in both English 
and French. The automaker 
is required to include all 
vehicles that have the re¬ 
called part or design, even 
if the owner hasn’t experi¬ 
enced any problems with it.

• Take note. If you buy a 

used car, or if you move, 
phone the manufacturer 
and have your address 
registered to it, so any 
applicable recalls can be 
mailed to you. The auto¬ 
maker doesn't receive your 
details when you change 
the ownership at the licens¬ 
ing office. 


• Know the difference. A 

technical service bulletin 
(TSB) is not the same as a 
recall. TSBs describe symp¬ 
toms and what is possibly 
causing them.
